m. r.isseiiuer train No. 11 leavesCin- 
cinnati I'ourrli Sr. station) at '2Jm 
.and runs to K(.wland. passing Lancas- 
ter at p. ni. Vou can leave Loui.s- 
dille at '2 p. in., come via Lexington 
and make close connect ion with this 
train at Winchester. In other words, 
you can have four hours in either Cin- 
cinnati or Louisville, or stay in Lex- 
ington all day and return to Lancaster
